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MINERAL EXPLORATION AND FRACTURE TRENDS 
IN UTAH AND NEVADA, BY ERTS-1 IMAGERY

Objectives of the Contract 

The major endeavor of this ERTS-1 Contract is the 
application of the imagery to mineral exploration. This is being 
done by locating fracture trends on the imagery that are associated 
with mineralization. Those trends that extend into alluvial or 
post-ore cover are tested along the extrapolated trend with a soil- 
gas collector that' measures the amount of mercury contained within 
the soil-gas. Mercury at the surface appears to be an indicator of 
mineralization at depth. 

2.1 Work Performed 

The work performed tfince the last report consists of 
the following: 

1. Continued plotting of structural trends within the area 

of designated study by Martha R. Smith on her Ph.D. thesis. 

2. Plotting of structural trends in Southern California for 
comparison with those of the Utah-Nevada area and to in- 
clude the active San Andreas Fault system. 

3. Analysis of the revealed structural patterns. 

4. Field checking of selected features revealed on the imagery 
to ascertain their exact nature. 

5. The collection and analysis of mercury soil-gas samples 
collected from areas selected from the imagery as having 
favorable combinations of geological features. 

6. Comparison of ERTS-1 imagery with EREP (Sky lab 2) imagery 
to observe differences in the images and to determine the 
best application of each type of imagery. 

7. Examination of all new ERTS imagery and preparation of 
descriptors . 



2,1.2 Significant Results 

Structural trends plotted consist of numerous linear fea- 
tures. Many of these relate to geologic features such as range-front 
faults, strike-slip fault zones, cross faults which offset sedimentary 
strata, dikes occupying fractures on fault planes, strike trends of 
folded sedimentary strata, or prominent joint systems, all of which 
are easily recognized on regular aerial photographs and are usually 
noted on geologic maps. In addition, numerous ERTS imagery linear 
trends are features not previously observed and which are not present 
or are not conspicuous on other types of imagery. For many instances, 
the fundamental nature of these lineations is not apparent though the 
lineations may be persistant and conspicuous on the imagery. The 
pattern of the plotted lineations suggests that they are fractures and 
offsets at intersections indicates movement on many of them. When plot- 
ted, they do not show a uniform distribution but appear to be concen- 
trated within elongate belts which are normally arcuate. Within the 
belts, the linear features are normally short segments with various 
arrangements. They are usually discontinuous and arranged in align- 
ment in en eschalon patterns, or with small offsets. Because of the 
arcuate nature of the trends, there is no preferred direction of the 
trends for the entire area under investigation. Small areas normally 
have two or three dominant trend directions. 

Many of the linear features plotted conform to, or relate to, 
structures previously mapped or structures in evidence in aerial photo- 
graphs and this conformance gives confidence in the reality of the 
features . 

Some of the linear features plotted are more cryptic and do 
not appear to conform closely to, or to relate closely to, previously 
mapped geology. Such features with a general east-west trend are re- 
vealed in the ERTS-1 imagery of the Great Basin area of Utah and Nevada 
and many of them extend from range to range across the intervening valleys. 

While these E-W trends are present in virtually all parts of 
the region they are somewhat concentrated in a belt across northern Nevada 
and Utah and in a broad region in the vicinity of Lake Mead in Southern 
Nevada. In these two regions, the bedrock is predominantly pre-Tertiary 



in contrast to the Tertiary volcanic terrain of the intervening area 
in which the east-west trends are less conspicuous. These E-W trends 
generally do not correspond to previously mapped features and their 
exact nature has not yet been determined. Their scarcity in Tertiary 
volcanic terrains suggests that they are older than most of the other 
plotted trends. 

Comparison of ERTS-1 and Skylab imagery was possible for 
parts of Utah and Nevada during this reporting period. Preliminary 
observations indicate that the ERTS imagery is superior in registering 
linear trends and especially those cryptic trends previously unknown 
and unmapped. Skylab imagery proved superior in the differentiation 
of rock types. In one instance, inliers of Paleozoic sedimentary rocks, 
not shown on existing geologic maps, were discovered in an area of vol- 
canic ignimbrites on Skylab imagery. This discovery could be of econ- 
omic significance because a magnetic high over the area was previously 
ascribed to a thick section of volcanics and since the presence of the 
inliers indicates the volcanics to be thin, the magnetic anomaly may 
be due to a buried intrusive similar to others in the area which are 
associated with ore deposits. ERTS imagery also shows the inliers but 
they are much less conspicuous and were distinguished on the imagery only 
after their presence was known. 

2.1.3 Efforts to Achieve Reliability 

Reliability in plotting features recorded on ERTS-1 imagery 
was enhanced by independent plotting by different observers and a com- 
parison of the results. Field investigation of many recorded features 
was undertaken to establish reliability. 

2.1.4 Publications 

No publication of data or results took place during the 
past period. 

2.1.5 Conformance to Work Schedule 

The work is proceeding about on schedule. 



2.1,6 Work Progress 

The progress of work is deemed satisfactory during the 
past period. 

2.2 Work Planned for the Next Reporting Period 

For the next reporting period, continued plotting of struc- 
tural trends is planned. Selected trends will be studies in the field 
and mercury soil-gas sampling and analyzing will continue as in the 
present reporting period. The results will be tabulated and inter- 
preted to see if a meaningful pattern is emerging from the accum- 
ulated data. 

Investigations in the plateau area will continue aided by 
interpretations made from false color transparencies. 

2.2.2 Recommendations for Changes in Operations 

No basic changes in operation are contemplated at the 
present time. 

3.1 Problems 

No special problems have developed relative to the imagery. 

3.2 Adequacy of Funds 

The project funding is adequate. 

3.3 Changes in Standing Order Forms 

No changes are required. 

3.4 Changes in Personnel 

Professor M. P. Erickson has joined the group working on the 
project during the summer and autumn period. He is working mainly on 
visual interpretation of the imagery and geologic field checking. 

3.5 Data Request Forms 

Abundant B & W requests have been made and are being received. 

3.6 Image Descriptors
